I have over and above all this, the Prejudice againk 
Power, which lurks more or lefs in human Nature, to 
biafs the Bulk of the People the ether Way. In order 
t> apprehend the Confequence of this, and how much 
it affetis a Writer, we need only confider how much 
eafier it is to eftablifh a Libertin Book without Wit, than 
to mcommend a Moral Subje@ by treating it in the bive- 
lieft Manner. ‘l’his, at the battom, flows fram nothing 
but a Diflaite even to profitable Reilraint, and an Itch 
after that Kind of Liberty which is incompatible with 
our Nature, Reafon being beflow'd to bridle it. As in 
private Life, Multitudes act wrong thro’ Want of Con- 
fideration ; fo in Publick Affairs, the Many judge wrong 
becaufe they will not be at che Pains of an Inquiry. A 
wanton Inclination to manifeit the Power of Cenrfure is 
the Foible of the People, and it is happy for them, that 
however hafly they are in giving Judgment, nothing 
follows thereon tll it be revived cllewhere. Were is 
otherwife, Peace would be a Stran-er on Earth, and 
Liberty and Proserty be fubjected to Opinion, which veers 
hike a Weathercock with every Gale of Wind. So that 
the Want of Authority is the Source of Tranquility. 

Notwithitanding their indefatigable Pains and nume- 
rous Arts, in fpite of thefe Rubs and Dillicutties, I have 
no gteat Reafon to complain ; and why I have no Rea- 
fon to much, 1s by this time pretty evident. Yet 
[ am far from defpairing. Men of late are more inclin'd 
to Reafon, amd fince our Patriots talk'd of punting 
avithout Ewiden@y the People have conceived better of a 
Gowtrnment whith has declin’d puniing where the Law 
has been on their Side and the Proof in their Power. By 
degrees they will fee farther, and be better pleated.

‘They got to the 
Fafcine Battery, and landed and drew their Men toge- 
ther before the Time of our Forces marching to the 
Attack of Bocca-chica Callle, which muft have contri 
buted to throw the Enemy into fome Confufion. Our 
Grenadiers at the Time Brigadier Wentworth had ap- 
pointed, moved in very good Order to the Affault, ex- 
pecting a vigorous Refiltance ; but to his great Sur- 
prize, as foon as our Grenadiers began to mount the 
Breach, the Enemy fled out of the Callie, without 
firing one Musket Shot. 

Immediately after this the Enemy began to fet Fire 
to one of their Ships, whereupon our Men obferving 
the Confternation they were in, refolved to row in their 
Boats clofe under the Lee Shore and ftorm Se. Jofeph’s 
Fort from their Boats, which they did accordingly, 
and found only three drunken Spaniards there. Flufh'd 
with this Succefs, and finding the Enemy weee upon 
finking their other Ships, they rowed up to thofe Ships,
